Parker Declares All 
Those “Not Antagonistic 
to New Policy” Will Be 
Taken Care Of. 


Plans for complete reorganization 


of the Georgia National Guard, prob- 
ably including total disbandment of 
the 122d regiment of infantry, “At- 
lanta’s Own’, and creation of a coast 
artillery regiment in its place, are 
being worked out by the state mili- 
tary department and the federal gov- 
ernment, Adjutant General Homer C. 
Parker admitted Saturday night. 

General Parker gave assurance that 
every officer and enlisted man in the 
guard “not antagonistic to the new 
policy” would be taken care of. He 
also stated that the reorganization 
likely would include replacement of 
downstate units by a battalion of 
field artillery which could be moved 
to coastal defenses in the erent its 
services were required. 

The reorganization program was de- 
tailed by Adjutant General Parker 
after advices from Washington had 
revealed that the plans had been dis- 
cussed by him with General Charles 
P. Summerall, chief of staff, and Col- 


one] Ernest R. Redmond, acting chief 
of the militia bureau. 

General Parker said he wished it 
understood that the reorganization 
plan was not the outgrowth or result 
of his present or past differences with 
the guard, as it ia now comprised. 

“This program is one which orig- 
inated in the war department,” Gen- 
eral Parker said. “My advice and 
counsel was sought by General Sum- 
merall and his staff and I understand 
that it is to include other coastal re- 
gions as well as Georgia. I do not 
think the war department even knows 
anything about the trouble we have 
been having in our own ranks. The 


federal government is not interested 
in that. It looks to the governor of 
the state and the adjutant general 
and leaves their problems to be work- 
ed out as best they may.” 

A number of national guard of- 
ficers, when asked Saturday night ‘or 
their views on the proposed re-organi- 
zation program, were reluctant to 
talk, but declared their belief hat 
the plan was only another effort on 
the part of General Parker to oust 
from the service all members of the 
Atlanta regiment, who opposed his ap- 
pointmert two years ago.

Pyromaniacs Blamed. 

Although no accurate estimates

volunteers, 

Affected regions in Washington 
were Pend, Oreille, Selway, Colville, 
and Clearwater. 

In Idaho the Nez Perce Indian res- 
ervation was the scene of a fire which 
volunteers were trying to bring under 
control, 

Forest preserv® officials have found 
much evidence in California to indi- 
eate that the fires there had been 
started by pyromaniacs or persons 
with grudges against the forest ran- 
xers. Fire pote and sunglasses were

Others were attributed to careless 
campers, who may have neglected to 
extinguish campfires before moving 
on to new locacions.

- Tests of Naval Air Racer 
Entered i in British Event 


Williams Hopeful Mer- 
cury Plane Will Win 
Schneider Trophy in 
September Contests. 


BY ALLEN QUINN, 
. Associated Press Aviation Editor. 
Annapolis, Md., August 10.—(4)—A 
slight accident to the propeller in taxi- 
ing prevented test flights today of the 


Mereury racer with which Lieutenant 
Al Williams, navy speed flyer, hopes 
to wrest the Schneider seaplane racing 
trophy from Great Britain 

The propeller was bent, perhaps by 
striking some object drawn up from 
the water, while Williams was con- 
due’ ng taxiing tests on the Severn 
river, off the Naval academy, late yes- 
terday. The accident was not discov- 
ered until today when the propeller 
was sent to the Anacostia naval air 
station at Washington for repair. 

Monday niorning Williams however, 
hopes to take the little monoplane into 
the air for tests whick will determine 
if it is to be taken to England to 
compete in the Schneider races against 
British, French and Italian speed cre- 
ations. The races will be held off 
Céwes, Isle of Wight, September 6 
and 7 

Speed Not Known. 

Just how fast. the bullet-shaped 
racer will fly is not definitely known, 
bnt it must do more than 3518 miles an 
hour, the present world’s record, if 
Williams ia to take it abroad, 

In the taxiing tests Williams skim- 
med the plane across the water at 106 
miles an hour, just short of take-off 
speed. He said it probably would get 
off the water at 110 miles an hour in 
a calm sea, 

“Some may wonder why I did not 
take off.’ Williams said. “If they 
were in that cockpit they would know. 
l have to feel it out and learn just 
what it will do. No one can tell me. 
l have to find that out for myself.” 

Williams is working alone, so far as 
adlvyice about flying racing planes goes. 
There are a bare handful of fliers in 
the country who know anything about 
high-speed planes, and none is here to 
advise him. Therefore he is working 
slowly. But Williams himself is among 
the best of the racing pilots. He was 
h member of the navy racing team in 
192%, 1923 and 1924, and won the 
Pulitzer speed trophy at St. Louis, in 
which his straightaway record of 266.6 
miles an hour that year still stands as 
the official American record. 


‘To Take Short Hop. 


Hefore he puts his plane to a high- 
speed test Williams intends to take 
jt off the water for 
then alight and analyze its perform- | 
ance 

“There is not much time to. think 
in a plane going 300 miles an hour.” 
Williams eaid. “Ill probably be in 
the air only two or three minutes the 
first time. Then Ill land and give my- 
self time to think over the impressions 
I gained, It cannot be done in the air, 
things happen too quickly.” ~- 

The speed tests of the plane, which 
is powered with a 24-cylinder Packard 
“X" engine of more than 1,100-horse- 
power, will be over a measured course 
off Kent island, about seven miles be- 
low the Naval academy.

Martial Note Is Struck 
By Foreign Commissar, 
Who Says “Conflict Is 
Imminent.”

Moscow, August 10.—( United 
News.)—China must yield unequivo- 
cally on the Chinese Eastern railway 
dispute, the United News was told in 
an interview today by Leo Karakhan, 
assistant foreign commissar, in charge 
of eastern affairs, and at present act- 
ing foreign commissar. 

Karakhan said the danger of armed 
conflict was “very grave” and to prove 
it he announced an incident in which 
a Russian patrol was fired upon with 
fatal results along the Amur river 
dividing Siberia and Manchuria. 

He said he had received a cable- 


gram reporting that Russian “white” 
guards on the Chinese side of the 
river near the village of Tcherniave 
had opened tire on a soviet border 
patrol, killing two Russians and 
wounding eight. The soviets immedi- 
ately sent a small detachment’. of 
troops in a boat to prevent a repeti- 
tion of the incident, the cablegram 
said. 

_Karakhan, in his first interview 
since the Manchurians _— seized the 
Chinese Eastern eailway, categorical- 
ly denied that any negotiations, offi- 
cial or unofficial, were under way. He 
said the soviet had clearly and fairly 
indicated the conditions under whieh 
negotiations would be possible and 
added that until those conditions were 
accepted negotiations would be im- 
possible. 

He showed the United News hither- 
to unpublished telegrams exchanged 
with Chu Shau Yang, former Chinese 
representative at Moscow. The tele- 
grams revealed that Chu Shau Yang 
advised Moscow last Wednesday of 
his arrival at Manchuli, on the 
Manchurian border, with power to 
undertake a solution of the disputed 
problems and requested a meeting with 
the soviet plenipotentiary. 

Karakhan promptly rejected the 
proposal and Chu Shau Yang offered 
to come to Moscow, a suggestion 
which likewise was turned down. 

Regarding the mediatory efforts of 
outside powers, Karakhan said: ‘The 
question must be settled between the 
Soviet Union on the basis of accepi- 
ance of the soviet’s minimum  de- 
mands ajJready made. Whether we 
are informed of such acceptance di- 
rectly by Mukden (the Manchurian 
capital) or Nanking (the Chinese 
capital) or through a third power is 
not important.”’ 

He said no suggestion of buying out 
the soviet’s share of the Chinese Kast- 
ern railway had been made from any 
airection, 

Asked point blank whether the pos- 
sibility of armed conflict had been 
eliminated, Karakhan said the seri- 
ousness of the present impasse must 
not be underestimated. The menace. 
he added, was cspecially strengthened 
by the activities of the Russian white 
guard, as evidenced by the Amur in- 
cident. 

“The situation remains very grave,” 
he said. “It is incidents such as this, 
which are not isolated, that represent 
great danger.” 

Karakhan denied all reports of so- 
viet invasion of Chinese soil. Soviet 
soldiers had demanded withdrawal of 
Chinese troops from a piece of ter- 
ritory around Manchuli, the owner- 
ship of which is disputed, and the 
Chinese had complied, he saids 

Karakhan emphasized the soviet's 
desire for a peaceful settlement and 
stressed the “enormous patience and

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SAFETY FIRST MOTTO 
OF GREATEST AIRPLANE 


Berlin. August 10.—(United News.) 
“Safety First’ —this typically Ameri- | 
can slogan prompted the Dornier Com- | 
pany to build the gigantic, 12-motored | 
“Do X’’, the world’s largest airplane, 
of the company iold the 
United News. 

ldo X was designed and constructed | 
by Dr. Claudius Dornier, it was de- 
clared, principally to demonstrate that | 
safety in the air can be substantially 
increased, and secondarily to prove 
that airplanes can be made to pay 
for themselves. Asking “what is to- | 
day the eause of most aviation acci- | 
dent,” Dornier officials listed them as 
follows: 

“The pilots have too much to do. : 
They are largely always overworked. | 
They must steer the aircraft, keep an | 
eve on a multitude of instruments ' 
and at the same time navizate the 
ship. Moreover, they are rarely pro- 
tected against weather changes. 

u Motors Overstrained. 

“The motors are almost always 
overstrained, They must run con- 
stantly under full power. Stopping 
them or repairing them in midair is 
hardly to be thought of. 

“Gasoline and oil feedpipes and 
parts of the steering apparatus are 
often inaccessible. Hundreds of emer- | 
gency landings today can be traced to | 
difficulties wrising in this connection. 
Such landings often result in serious | 
accidents. Tad all parts of the ap- 
paratus and the feedpipes been fully 
accessible, emergency landings would | 
have been avoided in most of these 


| cases, 


“Fire forms a tragie chapter in the | 
history of aviation. The majority of | 
these fires have been due to gasoline | 
leaking from tanks standing close to, 


overheated motors.” 


Explaining how some, if not all, | 
these drawbacks to safe flying have. 
been overcome, the Dornier officials 
said: | 

“Aboard the airplane Do X_ the 
pilot can devote all his attention sele- 
ly to the task of piloting the craft. 
He need not be omnipotent or be a 
pilo: engineer, navigator and com- 
mander all in one. The technical work 
will be handled by an engineer, who 
will be assisted by a number of spe- 
cialists. The commander will be just 
that; he will command the ship and 
the crew, determine the course to be 
followed and so forth. No one will 
be overworked. Each will be able 
to give his undivided attent‘vnx to his 
special task. | 

Parts Accessible. 

“Nor will the motors be overtaxed. 
They have sufficient surplus power 
to make it possible to reduee their 
power by 40 per cent immediately 
after the start. Heretofore airplanes 
have at most had only three or four 
motors: the Do X has 12. all inde 
pendent of one another. Many times 
when one motor fails the airplane 
must make a forced landing or at 
least continue flying under greatly te- 
duced power. Should one = engine 
aboard the Do X fail it would lose 
only one-twelfth of its motive power. 
The craft can continue firing with 
three or four motors out of commis- 
sion. 

“Ip notil now hidden parts on air- 
planes have been almost inaccessible. 
As for the Do X, provisions have 
been made to develop to the utmost 
facilities for repairing the motors and 
equipment, ‘The possibility of making 
repairs does not alone depend on ac- 
cessibility, but also on the ability to 
disconnect damaged parts without in- 
terruptinge the flight of the airplane.

Diminutive Bandit Blamed 
for All Unsolved Crimes 
in City. 


Chicago, August 10.— (United 
News. )—It has become custom in Chi- 
cago whenever.there is an unusually 
daring or cold-blooded murder to 
blame the crime on “Wee Willie” 
Doody, a sallow-faced, pint-sized gun- 
man with a squeaky voice and a 
whimsical trigger finger. - : 

Last night Chicago banditry reach- 
ed a new midsummer high for bold- 
ness when the early evening quiet of 
the lakefront was disturbed by a mur- 
derous train hold-up. 

Three men sprang into action as 
an Illinois Central electric train pull- 
ed away from Roosevelt road.

“A Wee Willie Doody job, plain 
and simple,” said the police when 
they learned that the bandit leader 
who fired point-blank into the guard’s 
face was a_ sallow-faced, pint-sized 
gunman with a squeaky voice. 

“Get Wee Willie,” said the bulle- 
tin which went out over police wires 
and the alarm system that notifies 
cruising «detective squads that they 
are to logk for certain lawbreakers.

BEST FOR GIGGING, 

The best place to gig fish is in a 
section of theLittle Harpeth river and 
of the Big Harpeth 
river. The headwaters are up in Ken- 
tucky somewhere but the two rivers 
got their name from two 40-minute 
eggs from Kentucky. 

The Harpeth brothers, one 
small, the other large, scared their 
Kentucky neighborhood te death 
and struck out for Tennessee. 
They stopped in a home just 
across the line and posed as tired 
and worn travelers. They were 
taken in for the night, after the 
usual hospitable custom of the 
section, and made comfortable.

and watched with a brooding look. It might have been that he was reminisc- 
ing and thinking about the days of the long fights and the short purses. In 
ten rounds, when he was champion, Battling Nelson rarely even got started. 
If the bouts of his time had been limited to ten rounds, he never would have 
been champion. He would have been merely a good “catcher,” as the boys 
call it. 

It took Battling Nelson something like fifty-seven rounds to win the 
lightwei championship from Joe Gans, the greatest lightweight of them all. 
There was first the forty-round fight at Goldfield, Nev., which Nelson lost on 
a foul after being battered until his face looked like nothing human. Then 
there was the bout in San Francisco, schediled for forty-five rounds but 
which Nelson won in the seventeenth after Gans, who was a victim of tuber- 
culosis in an advanced stage, dropped from sheer exhaustion. 

For acquiring the championship in this fight Nelson received only a 
few thousand dollars and a broken rib. There was a return bout with Gans, 
in which Nelson successfully “defended the title,” and for this one Nelson 
probably received about one-fifth of what Mandell was paid the other night. 

The Battler must have had some poignant memories of his unsuccessful 
defense of his title against Ad Wolgast, who used to be €alled by the eu- 
phonious name of the “Cadillac Bearcat.” That was at Point Richmond, 
Calif., and not so long after Nelson had acquired the title over which Mandell 
and Canzoneri held their petting party the other night. 

As was the custom in California at the time in the event of a cham- 
pionship contest, this bout was scheduled to go the conventional forty-five 
rounds. It almost did go the limit. It was stopped in,the forty-second round 
when Nelson, with one eye completely closed and the otfier reduced to a narrow 
slit, staggered—but staggered forward. 

All the time Wolgast continued to hammer the battered face. For four 
rounds the crowd, a comparatively slim one, had been shouting, “Stop it!” 
But the tradition was that Nelson could not be knocked out, and it was the 
unwritten law of the period never to take away a championship while the 
champion was on his feet. 7 : 

But it was apparent that Nelson was going completely blind, for, as he 
came out of his corner for that round, he seemed to be feeli€g for his op- 

onent. Wolgast was weary enough, but he had his eyesight angi some spring 
eft in his legs, while Nelson was coming forward with legs wide apart to 
keep himself from falling. 

Finally the referee stepped betweeg them and pushed Nelson back into 
his corner, where he slumped against the ropes. Then he gathered what 
eae, he had left and growled a feeble pet through bruised lips.

Ever Popular 
Quail To Get 
Illinois’ Help 


BY BOB BECKER. 

No native game bird in the cen- 
tral states is more popular than 
the quail or Bob White. This is 
true in Illinois and in most sec- 
tions of the Mississippi valley. 
Therefore, Illinois farmers and 
sportsmen will welcome the an- 
nouncement that Ralph F. Brad- 
ford, director of the Illinois de- 
partment of conservation, gave us 
regarding the progress of his de- 
partment raising quail for restock- 
ing purposes. 

Mr. Bradford said his depart- 


ment was about to acquire 800 
‘acres of land in Jefferson county 


‘which will be turned into a quail 


farm. This acreage originally was 
southern Jilinois farm land but 
has not been worked recently. It 
is the plan of the department to 
follow the “Coleman method” of 
raising quail which will be re- 
leased throughout the state in an 
effort to replenish the population 
of this popular game bird. Accord- 
ing to Mr. Bradford's statement, 
1930 will see a quail crop on this 
new bird farm. 

Although eastern states have 
made great progress in restocking 
empty coverts with the output of 
quail farms, they have found that 
unless agriculturists leave some 
cover on their lands it does no 
good to release quail. The birds 
cannot live’ on bare land and 


those osage orange hedges which 
once were so — through- 
out the state. ey must have oc- 
casional unplowed corners in the 


fields. 

Along with these provisions for 
cover and food the Bob Whites 
have to get a hand from sports- 
men in the vermin problem. 
Crows, hawks, weasels, skunks

Decem- 
ber sold off from 18.49 to 
18.25 and closed at 18,26, compared 
with 18.38 at the close of the pre- 
vious day. The general market 
closed easy at net declines of 2 to i4 
points, 

The market opened steady at a de- 
cline of 5 points to an advance of 
1 point. ‘There may have been a lit- 
tle selling on the reports of showers 
in the southwest and relatively easy 
Liverpood cables, but it was readily 
absorbed, and the market firmed up 
right after the call on covering for 
over the week-end. Some local buy- 
ing was reported on a belief that the 
recent decline had improved the tech- 
nical position of the market, while 
there was also some bullish comment 
on weather conditions to the effect 
that dry sections of the southwest had 
not yet received sufficient rainfall 
and that showers in the eastern belt 
were stim@lating weevil. The ad- 
vance extended to 18.26 for October 
and 18.78 for March, or about 16 to 
19 points above yesterday's closing 
quotations, with December contracts 
showing a recovery of 28 points from 
yesterdays low level.

T. W. Reed made the memorial ad- 
dress befere the Athens chapter, U. D.

He 
said, in part: “Nothing keeps a coun- 
try alive except its loyalty to its past 


history and we must not forget the 


debt we owe the past. Some are 
criticized for living too much in the 
past but we musn’t forget that the 
dead hand that reaches out of past 
centuries and the dim past, rules the 
world. I believe there is something to 
ancestor worship, although I do not 
believe in ancestor worship as the Chi- 
nese do. Miss Millie has probably 
done more to unearth, record and 
preserve history of this state than any 
other mortal person. She was a 
Georgian and she made Georgia a bet- 
ter and more glorious state to live 
in. She did educational work of this 
state and the value of which cant 
be estimated and left an impression 
on the state which can't be taken 
away. Her students carried away 
from Lucy Cobb institute the example 
of lofty life. Some day a true story 
will be built of the southern Confed- 
eracy, which has not yet been done, 
on the facts preserved by Miss Millie. 
Mr. Reed said there was a time in the 
60's when there were no men left here, 
nothing but children, women and 
slaves to till the fields and grow 
food for Lee; and the negro slaves 
could have disbanded Lee’s army in 
24 hours, and he declared that the 
south will not forget the old black 
slave. He asked what it is in us thut 
lives, that is immortal, and answered, 
saying that it is whatever we do.

“The ballot is a moral photograph 
of its user and tells whether or not 
he or she mixes moral convictions, 
the principles of a sound conscience 
and a high desire for public moralities, 
with the act of preferring officials or 
policies, No one should vote for a 
mere party label or a nominated po- 
litical libertine, when to do so humili- 
ates his conscience. Also, the ballot 
shows whether the user bas any def- 
inite and progressive ideas, Every 
patriot should have an acute sense of 
the publie welfare and put the com- 
mon goml above the salaried welfare 
of an individual or the money inter- 
ests of a corporation or a class. 

Reason for Using the Ballot. 

“The old Greeks used to vote with 
oyster shells, and hence the words 
“oatracize’ and “oatracism.” The 
Romans used white and black pebbles, 
and we still use their method in our 
fraternal orders and clubs when we 
elect with white balls and reject with 
black balls.

Civic Bodies Approve Legislator’s Effort 
To Create Bureau for the Blind 


That state-wide interest has been 
sroused in the proposed “act” to cre- 
ate a bureau for the blind, which 
has been presented to the present 
Georgia legislature and is now pend- 
ing in committee, is evidenced by the 
statement of Mrs. J. I. Bloom and 
Mrs. Jack Salmon, who were appoint- 
el by. the Fifth District of Georgia 
Federation of Women’s Clubs to co- 
operate with the Georgia Association 
of Workers for the Blind. Their 
statement follows: 

We have received from men's or- 
ganizations over the state, such as 
Rotary, Civitans, Exchange Club, Ki- 
wanis, Elks, Lyons, Knights of Co- 
lumbus, State Council of County Com- 
missioners and others, copies of strong 
resolutions, which were unanimously 
passed by their clubs, indorsing the 
act which the Georg Association of 
Workers for the Blind has now pre- 
sented to the Georgia legislature and is 
pending in the committee to which it 
was referred. 

The Georgia Federation of Wom- 
en's Clubs in convention assembled, 
representing: more than 4,000 women, 


has also unanimously indorsed legis- 
lation to create a bureau for the 
blind, the duties of which, among 
other things, would be to co-operate 
with state and local boards and agen- 
cies in preventing loss of sight; to col- 
lect statistics; seeing that such blind 
youths as are eligible, attend some 
school for the blind;. to provide a 
place for the training of the adult 
blind for suitable vocations, and to 
endeavor to secure for the adult blind 
of the siate such employment as they 
are able to tindertake. 


Seven of Georgia's congressional dis- | 


tricts and 22 representative womens

Educating for County Mergers. 

All competent public economists in

And just here my luck began. When 
I was invited to join this group, and 
scanned the names of my fellow pil- 
grimes, I was convinced it made no 
difference where we went, with good 
company any portion of the earth 
would be interesting. And so it is 
proving. We have four magazine edi- 
tors, five college presidents, a profes- 
sor of philosophy, a specialist in heart 
disease who is doing research work, 
the head of a school of international 
affairs, the national head of a great 
peace society, a social worker and 
four ministers, representing Catholo- 
cism and three different Protestant 
denominations, We yary as widely as 
human thought ean range in our opin- 
ions, but find a spiritual rendezvous 
in our common aspiration for a unit- 
ed world, learning to live together in 
peace and prosperity. 

In London we have met in round 
table conferences and in social gath- 
erings, the outstanding personalities 
of the British empire. How objective 
and almost impersonal these English- 
men are in discussing Great Britain's 
part in the world drama. The keen- 
Lest criticisms of the Anglo-Saxon race 
are to be heard in London. Lady 
Gladstone included our group in a 
reception given to representatives of 
a number of peace societies. During 
the evening, in a delightfully informal 
way, Lord Grey and Lord Robert 
Cecil spoke to us on European condi- 
tions. As one looked into the face 
of Lord Grey it was not difficult to 
trace the lines indelibly written there 
during those heart-breaking days of 
July and August, 1914. 

Lord and Lady Astor gave a gar- 
den party at their country home, 
Cliveden, to the former Rhoads schol- 
ars gathered here from all over the 
world to celebrate the 20th year of 
that splendid foundation. Here we 
met Bernard Shaw. Wherever he 
went, amid the exquisitely beautiful 
surroundings of this ancient hom, he 
had an audience to whom he gladly 
lectured. Our group claimed him for 
a desertation on Russia. So enthu- 
siastic was he in his praise of the 
soviets that we tried to persuade him 
to go with us into Russia. His re- 
ply was: “I love the Russians, but I 
hate their beds.” Then we invited 
him to return with us to America. 
With an inimitable Shavian twinkle 
of the eyes, he said, “When all 
worthwhile Americans come to see 
me, why shoud I take such a long 
journey ?” 

Of course the most interesting and 


significant thing in England today is 
the labor government. We were gra- 
ciously allowed to frankly question 
Sir Arthur Salter. Seabohm Rown- 
tree, Sir Philip Kerr, Lord Cecil, 
Lloyd George, Wickham Steed and 
others, with whom we had confer- 
ences, and not one of them, though 
of opposing parties, has any fear of 
radicalism from the’ labor govern- 
ment. As a matter of fact, with a 
few differences, all three parties pro- 
posed practically the same program 
in the late campaign, but the astound- 
ing thing is, the labor people won the 
confidence of the country that they 
would best carry that program into 
political action. : 


We were the guests &f the govern- 
ment one afternoon at tea on the 
famous Parliament terrace. After- 
wards we met a member of the cabi- 
net in one of the committee rooms. 
At this informal eonference Arthur 
Henderson, secretary for foreign af- 
fairs, presided. I recalled a similar 
meeting in 1926, when, with a much 
larger group, we met the leaders of 
the labor party. What a significant 
contrast. Then they were in the mi- 
?ority opposition party. How freely 
they answered our questions, and told 
what they would do when they came 
into power. But the other day, while 
allowing us the same freedom of ques- 
tion, there was a cautious conscious- 
ness of responsibility in their guard- 
ed replies. And just here is to be 
found the saving salt of a real de- 
mocracy. Responsibility sobers and 
steadies any competent leadership. 


We had just had our visit to an 
ex-prime minister that morning. The 
versatile and brilliant Lloyd George 
talked readily and eloquently. Of 
course, in a sense he does hold the 
whip-hand, with his liberal minority, 
since the government is dependent on 
his support to remain in office. How- 
ever, as one of the labor leaders said, 
with grim satisfaction: “Neither con- 
servative nor liberal party will dare 
face the British electorate with the 
responsibility of having failed to give 
the new government a fair chance.’’ 
Yes! that is England. You must 
“play cricket,” as they say when they 
mean play fair. 

But there is one place that all of 
Britain is solidly back of the new 
government. and that is in its avowed 
purpose to link the two great English- 
speaking democracies in closer bonds 
ot friendship. In this great matter 
there is a double confidence in Ram- 
say MacDonald and Herbert Hoover. 

Nothing has been more delightful in 
our English experience than an aft- 
ernoon at Lambeth palace. This an- 
cient seat of the head of the Anglican 
church has a charm of beauty and 
sacred association all its own. Of 
course, we missed the mellowed beau- 
ty of charm and dignity of the for- 
mer archbishop gof Canterbury and 
the matchless grace of Lady Davison, 
but the present archbishep is easily 
the peer of any prelate in that long 
and distinguished line of churchmen. 
He received us with the grace of an 
English gentleman, and the dignity 
of a great ecclesiastical ruler. He 
knows America well, having visited 
our country often and been the guest 
of several of the members of our 
group. One feels assured that his 
great influence will ever be on the 
side of closer relations between our 
two nations.

Salt Lake City, Utah. 

I am neither Protestant, Catho- 
lie nor atheist, yet I believe in 
Jests Christ and with reserva- 
tions in the Bible. I realize that 
I am somewhere §&piritually de- 
ficient. Perhaps I am too much 
inclined to reason out religion.

Does it not seem to you. that 

the day is fast approaching when 
the church should sponsor Sunday 
sports and recreations, instead of 
leaving the young people to do as 
they see fit on that day, while the 
church confines its attention to a 
meager few camped in the Sun- 
day school? Would not such 
sports, properly supervised, pro- 
vide desirable contacts and recre- 
ation of a constructive nature? 

I personally do not favor the church 
countenancing Sunday sports. Her 
functions are spiritual and the Lord’s 
Day is one of her essential agencies. 
She is solemnly obligated to dissem- 
inate supreme realities which deserve 
a specified time for their considera- 
tion. The innovation you propose 
would weaken her mission and defeat 
her purposes. In this matter there- 
fore she should practice the Apostolic 
precept, and “obey God rather than 
man.” 

Constructive recreation is, of courae, 
absolutely necessary for man, and the 
Sabbath law is designed to supply it. 
Note the Decalogue’s care to provide 
in this respect not only for man, but 
also for the dumb animals which he 
too often forgets. So far as I have 
observed the crowds Sunday sports at- 
tract, I am by no means sure that any 
ecclesiastical superintendence would 
be grateful to them, and their “desir- 
able contacts” are not as apparent to 
me as they may be to you.

London, August 10.—Although the 
absence of the king and queen from 
Balmoral will naturally take uway 
from the brilliance of the highland 
season this autumn, it is expected a 
great many people will be in Scotland 
on the 12th for the opening of the 
grouse shootir °. 


Most of the historic residences in 
the neighborhood of Royal Deeside 
will be occupied as usual. Abergelidie 
Castle, the highland residence of King 
Edward when he was prince of wales, 
has again been put at disposal of 
Lord and Lady Shaftesbury, and ‘he 
Princess Royal will, as usual, be at 
Mar Lodge, the beautiful house in 
the heart of the hills which she de- 
signed more than 30 years ago. The 
deer forest on the estate extends to 
over 87,000 acres, and is the largest 
sporting preserve in Scotland. 


One of the first big functions of 
the highland season was the “rally” 
of the women’s rural institutes at 
Haddo house August 7. The fea- 
ture was a Scottish historical page- 
ant. This showed the conversion of 
the picts to Christianity, Robert the 
Bruce’s queen at Kildrummy Castle 
on Donside; Mary Queen of Scots 
at the Battle of Aberdeen, the tnfur- 
ling of the Standard on the Braes of 
Mar in 1715 and the first visit of 
Queen Victoria and Prince Albert to 
Deeside in 1848. 

The most important event of the 
season, of course, is that famous an- 
nual muster of the clans, the Braemar 
gathering. That takes place Septem- 
ber 7, this year, and it is hoped the 
Prince of Wales will be able to at- 
tend. If he does go to Scotland it 
is likely that he will stop at Birk- 
hall, a picturesque three-story house 
embowered in ivy, on the banks of 
the Muick.

At college he majored in scientific 
and technical subjects that might give 
him more information about the mak- 
ing of beer, from a scientific stand- 
point. Later he took courses in a 
school devoted to this subject, e 
studied histology, bacteriology and 
chemistry, to learn more about beer. 

His father died and Louis Ehret ran 
the business. Prohibition altered it 
entirely, but he kept on brewing near- 
heer, confident that the American peo- 


{ple would soon manage the repeal of 


a Jaw which to him appeared iniquit- 
ous. 

That has not come about and now 
Mr. Ehret has sold all the brewery 
equipment and turned wholly to real 
estate. The machinery he and his 
father installed is being distributed in 
South America; Canada and even Eu- 
rope. It may get back, some of it, to 
Munich. Mr. Ehret still hopes for the 
repeal of prohibition, but for the pres- 
ent his technical education is a total] 
loss.

George Jean Nathan says in one of his volumes on the theater, “Show 
us a critic who hobnobs and is friendly with theater managers and actors 
and I'll show you a hypocrite and a liar.”” Allowing even for Mr. Nathan’s 
usual exaggeration to permit him to become acidulous, the statement 
Several years ago could not be scoffed at, but, pleasantly enough, the 
Situation has changed in the last few years. 

Of course, there are still a few hard-boiled press agents and 
managers who have miraculously enough held their jobs against 
the more broad-minded executives, and who still have the same 
happy feeling toward a critic who voices an honest and unfavor- 
able opinion of their picture or play as they would have if he had 
sneaked into their homes and clubbed his wife and children. 

But the managerial field has gotten to the point where the modern 
manager no more gets personally offended at an adverse criticism of-his ° 
new show than he would if you casually remarked that red ties didn’t 


| offset the color of his nose. 


Among the artists the movement hasn’t been so widespread, 
and probably never will be. You can’t expect to label a man in 
the public prints as an incompetent and poorly trained workman 
and have him go out and shoot a round of golf with you the next 
morning. 

But even at that, bum actors or good actors who happen to encounter 
bum critics are beginning to take it philosophically, and those formerly 
well-known irate and profane letters from artists which used to clutter 
the desk of the man who had written a sharp review the morning before 
rapidly becoming a thing of the past.

Sidney Franklin, Sandy-Haired and Slim, a Graduate of Columbia University, Took Up Bull- 
fighting As an Art, and Proved to Mexico and Spain That He Could Conquer 
the Toro Along With the Best of Them

HE Mexicans

shook their heads. 
took another look at the 
sandy-haired young Amer- 
ican with the bright colored tie 
and the tweed suit of a college student 
and they shook their beads more vigor- 
ously. No, it couldn't be done. Never! 

This genial, smiling, light-haired Amer- 
ican made light of bullfighting. He said 
it was easy. He said he would be willing 
to take a chance at it himself. 

At this the Mexicans became excited. 


“Bulls are not gentile creatures,” they 
warned. “They will mangle and gore 
you.” 


Furthermore, they insisted that only one 
with Latin blood could ever hope to be- 
come a matador. “The Americans may 
be good athietes—good in football, base- 
ball and such things—but to vanquish a 
savage bull it is necessary to be a Latin.” 

So exclaimed the conservatives. And 
they added, “There has never been an 
American bulifighter, and, por Dios, there 
mever will be!” : 

Sidney Franklin listened, but was not 
convinced. A Brooklyn boy, a graduate of 
Columbia University and an artist, he had 
temporarily left his art studio for a short 
vacation in Mexico City. Of course, some 
friends took him to see a bullfight. They 
scanned his face eagerly for expressions 
of terror. But FPranklin was unimpressed 
with the country’s national sport. 
he said. “Almost anybody 
could do it. It comes down to bedrock 
imtelligence and when you pit a man’s in- 
telligence against a beast's, 
emerges the victor.” 

Such remarks were sacrilegious. This 
time the Mexicans were less patient. It 
was all empty talk, they said, and, what

is more, insulting talk. “An American 
couldn't become a matador,” they said with 
finality; “net possibly.” 


The slim youth smiled more lightly than 
ever. He had an idea. The manager of 
the smaller of the two arenas in Mexico 
City, the Chapultepec, which seats 14,000 
people, was as skeptical as the rest, bui he 
was struck with the novelty of the idea 
and its practical possibilities. Yes, he 
would let Pranklin show what he could do. 
He sent him to Rodolfo Goana, who, 
Franklin explained, “is the greatest bull- 
fighter Mexico ever produced and one of 
the three greatest of all times." (Franklin 
spoke to me of the great Goana with rev- 
erence and awe. Bulifighting, you are 
made to understand, is not to be 
lightly ; 
you worship humbly and speak of in whis- 
pered tones.)

This is the brief outline of the story 
of the first American matador of all times, 
the first matador of other than Latin 
bioed. He told me all this in his home, 
preparatory to his departure for Spain, 
there to appear in the bullrings of Barce- 
loma. Madrid, Saragossa and Seville. He 
looked forward to the trin with a great 
Gea] of excitement and anticipation, like a 
cub reporter out on his first assignment, 
or like 2a lawyer about to plead his first 
case.

Under the trees in the courthouse yard 
a little colored girl is tending two fair- 
haijred children scarcely younger than her- 
self. The sun beats down on the empty 
streets. Onward the yellow ribbon of road 
stretches past rich clover fields; blue hy- 
@rangeas; women in pink and blue sun- 
bommets: oddly named settlements—Caliao, 
Hyacinth, Hague—to Hampton Hall Creek. 

The fine new pike; deceptive wind that 
pretend to move the trees; heat rising, from 
the clay beside the road in pressing waves, 
slow men going through the forms of work, 
lyme exhausted, waiting, under the trees; 
gs turn from the pike—Stratford. 

Most ~ fascinating, most repellent, most 
interesting, strangest in her alluring. in 
her hint of mystery, Stratford sits there 
before us. In design different from any 
house im America, in history more preg- 
mant than any, a house where life has 
reached its heights of gayeties and rich 
yomance, where great men were born and 
women lived as great, and where they 
died. Beautiful and grim—200 years have 
sent their summer heat, like this, upon the 
patterned brick-work of these walls and 
shimmered on the locked meeting of its 
grouping chimneys. 

Here Thomas Lee built his home. Here 
he brought his young wife, Hannah Lud- 
well Lee, when their former home, Mount 
Pieasant, was tragically burned by a con- 
viet whom he, as county magistrate, had 
comdemned. Here were born six famous 
sons and a daughter not unworthy of her 
brothers: Thomas, described by John 
Adams as “the most popular man jin Vir- 
ginia,” and first of the first to lead his 
friends and neighbors into the Revolution; 
Philip Ludwell, husband of Elizabeth Step- 
toe and the beloved head of the whole 
family; Richard Henry, owner of Pecatone 
on the river, the first baby born in Strat- 
ford and signer of the Declaration of In- 
dependence; Francis Lightfoot, who signed 
it with him: William Lee, the diplomat; 
Arthur, who went with Franklin to Prance, 
and Alice Lee, who married William Ship- 
pen, of Philadelphia, and mothered a dis- 
tinguished family of her own. 

It was Philip Ludwell Lee's daughter, 
Matilda, known throughout romantic 
colonial Virginia as the “Divine Matilda,” 
who became the next owner of Stratford. 
And her ownership soon merged by mar- 
riage with that of her second cousin, Henry 
Lee, of Leesylvania, most famous of Revo- 
lutionary Lees—“Light Horse Harry” Lee. 
“Light Horse Harry” Lee’s mother was Lucy 
Grymes, the “Lowland Beauty,’ the envi- 
able subject of George Washington's ten- 
der early verse. His brother was Charles 
Lee, of General Washington's cabinet. His 
s0n, born of a second marriage with Anne 
Carter after the death of young Matilda, 
was the last Lee child to be born in Strat- 
ford Hall. Seventy-five years after the 
birth of that first child, Richard Henryv— 
exactly seventy-five years, in January, 1807 
—was born Robert E. Lee. 

Generations of Virginia councilors, hold- 
ers of the highest offices in the state, of 
Oxford educated, scholarly soldiers, of 
signers, of undaunted Revolutionaries: gen- 
erations of a tradition of hospitality and 
grace of life culminated in that birth. 

There are other Lees in Virginia. But 
the Lees of Stratford form a great family 
by themselves. There are living today over 
200 members of the “Lee Family Associa- 
tion” with ramifications accounting - for 
probably 300 more. 

Among them is that. Mr. Casenove Lee, 
of Washingion, whose vocation is to be an 
engineer and whose avocation is to be an 
authority upon Virginia antiquities. and 
who has recently announced that when the 
Daughters of the Confederacy shal! have 
completely acquired Stratford, he wil! pre- 
sent them with copies of the origina! por- 
traits which once hung there, and of the 
frames, the originals of which—both frames 
and portraits—remain in his 
alter all these years, in perfect preserva- 
tion 
* The darkly domineering face of Richard 
lee, owner of Mount Pleasant. in a great 
wig symbolic of his high office. is among 
these. Near him is his beautiful 
Letitia Corbin, painted in a sleek 
drooping from the shoulders. 

There is Themas Lee, builder of Strat- 
ford, whose subtle, cultivated. able and 
humorous face rises above a coat of gar- 
net color, and whose wife, Hannah Ludlow. 
shows poise and pride in every line of her 
distinguished portrait. And there. most 
interesting perhaps of all, is the first Lee.

Imagine them once more upon 
the wall of this great drawing room of 
Stratford, and feel how true it is that for

through vistas of garden, plaisances, or- 
chards and fig trees, where now there .is 
naught but some worn stone steps toward 
a tangle of thicket and second growth oak 
and pine. . 

No other great house which I have seen 
contains a single room which surpasses. in 
perfection of proportion and detail the hall 
at Stratford. It is not quite a square; the 
door in the center of each wall is balanced 
by window openings on two sides, by glass- 
ed, recessed bookcases on two sides—re- 
cesses filled by the first Lees with one of 
the greatest libraries in all the colonies, 
filled with books in half a dozen languages. 
Flat Corinthian pillars frame each open- 
ing and rise to meet the downward curving 
of a vaulted ceiling, whose height is nearly 
that of the roof-tree itself. 

In one corner stands a table and beneath 
its shelf remains its shattered mirror. a 
mute reminder of an episode of the Civil 
war. A troop of colored federal troops was 
encamped near Stratford. Some stragglers

And so it is here-—strange beguty. Yet 
the first emotion you feel in gazing upon 
it is one of profound sorrow. It cannot 
be merely of sorrow that past carelessness 
has let so much glory depart.

It is only later, when vou 
have heard the last of Stratford's story, 
that you suspect another, deeper cause.

The few bricks that remain of the wall 
which once ran for miles about, enclosing 
gardens and orchards, is buried under 
earth and vine and shrub like the mounds 
of some old battlefield. Here and there 
about the grounds lie bits of the old stone 
balustrades of native stone whith once de- 
fined the terrace where so many Virginia 
beaux and belles came gladly to Stratford's 
distinguished hospitality. 

These scattered columns, a few worn 
steps, alone remain of that balustraded 
terrace. which saw the final tragedy which 
marked the passing of Straiford from. the 
possession of the descendants of the first 
great “Emigrant” Lee. 

One hundred years ago this summer the 
little Margaret Lee, only child and idolized 
by her father, “Colonel Harry” Lee, and 
heiress of Stratford, gan in her play out 
upon the high stone steps, slipped, fell— 
was killed. Her father never recovered 
from the shock. He left Stratford. He 
went to Algiers, to Italy, to France, trying 
to forget by working upon a book about 
Napoleons campaigns. He never saw 
Stratford again. 

Thus passed the direct succession in the 
ownership of Stratford, and something of 
the sadness of it hangs still about this 
place. 

Today KH is m the possession of Mr. 
Charies Edward Stuart, who is no kin to 
the Lees, but who inherited it through an- 
cestors who were devoted friends end 
neighbors of the Washingtons and Lees, to 
whom it had come by will. 

Por Stratford, though it has passed out 
of the possession of the Lee family, has 
never been sold. Stratford has never been 
“on the market.” 

In the founding of a great line Strat- 
ford’s glory began. It ended in the death 
of a little child. 

Yet, because it sheltered another little 
child, its glory will always remain and this 
house will ever find the protection of the 
countrys admiration. Because Robert E. 
Lee was born there, another century will 
see lt reverenced by millions of devoted 
visitors. 

And in this recently presaged event one 
sees the new spirit of Virginia herself. This 
mother of presidents, this Virginia, no 
longer is living upon the romance of her 
past—though she has romance enough. 
Like that old England which, more than 
any other part of America, Virginia 
bles, she displays today both the capacity 
to keep all that is most glorious in the old 
and to reach out for what is best in the 
present.

assistant was working his head off, trying 
to bring them back into line—only to have 
them break again before the barrier could 
be sprung. 

My mount had been on the outside when 
we went to the post. Now I found myself 
second from the rail. Nobody objected, so 
I stayed there. 

At last the horses were brought initio 
line for a fleeting moment. Up went the 
barrier. But the rider on the imside had 
snatched at his horse just as the barrier 
was sprung and I was away next to the rail 
before the shout “They're off!" ~ boomed 
across the oval to us. 


I was taking any mounts I could get at 
that time and, in this race, I was riding 
for a poor owner whose horse didn't seem 
to have much chance. It looked as if we'd 
be lucky to finish in the money. 


So I wasn’t surprised when I found that 
the horse didn't have enough speed to hold 
the lead. Two riders shot by me. I thought 
the race was over. But on the first turn 
both of them swung too wide. I came 
through on the inside and went back into 
the lead. After that it was clear sailing. 
i was never headed again. 


Naturally I felt pretty cocky as I rode 
back to the judges’ stand, thinking what 
a clever race I had ridden on a horse 
that didn't have a chance. 


Back in the jockeys’ reom one of the 
other riders—one of those who had gone 
teo wide on that first turn-—-came up to 
me, 


“You done fine today, kid,” he said. 
“You won yourself a bet and you didn't 
know it!” 


Then it dawned on me. My riding hadn't 
won the race at all. That race had been 
“in the can” since the night before. A 
jockeys’ ring was working overtime at the 
Fort Erie track that season. The horse I 
was scheduled to ride had been “elected — 
and the master mind behind the game had 
won himself a big bet away from the track. 
I may have won a bet, but I never col- 
lected. 


Winners to His Credit, Tells His Experiences 
BY JOHNNY CALLAHAN 


That was my first experience with a fixed 
race. I hadn't been riding very long then 
and I didn’t know much about them; but 


in the years that followed I got to know 
the different “rackets” pretty well. 


For that was back in the old days—al- 
most a quarter of a century ago—when 
“fixed races’’ were far more common than 
they are today. 


There were two different ways in which 
most of the races were ‘fixed.” A com- 
bination of two or three owners would put 
their heads together and decide to bet on 
the horse that had the best chance—seeing 
to it that none of their other horses gave 
that one any trouble. Such a ring was 
found operating in Kentucky not so very 
many years ago. The principals in it were 
ruled off the turf, along with the jockeys 
who had been made. their tools. 

Other races have been “fixed,” however, 
without the knowledge or consent or their 
owners. These men have been “framed up” 
by rings of jockeys, who “selected” the 
winners the night before and then saw to 
it that they won. In. these cases some big 
gambler was always the inspiration and the 


master mind’ behind the jockeys. 


That was the case that summer up at 
Fort Erie. Not so many vears after that I 
ran into the same sort of thing. though 
it turned out almost entirely differently. 
An attempt to bring racing back to Tllinois 
resulted in a two-day meeting at the old 
Hawthorne track. I had incurred a three- 
day suspension from the starter at Latonia, 
sO made the trip to Chicago to see what I 
could pick up. About all I got was a lovely 
black eve and & varied assortment of lumps 
on different parts of mv skull. the result 
of my failing to fall in with a suggestion 
from the other riders to fix a race so that 
we'd all be sure of getting expenses, some- 
thing about which there appeared to be 
considerable doubt. 


There was supposed to be no betting, but 
there was plenty of it. just the same. and 
the jockeys had agreed upon a certain race 
on the card as being the one in which they 
would get “theirs.” The improvised meet- 
ing Wasn't taken very seriousiv; I remem- 
ber one of the officials sticking his head 
im the door of the jockey room and rreet- 
ing us with the playful remark: “Well, 


Jocks, when you've got it all fixed up let 
me know. I want to have a bet on it.” 

I had declared mvself as out of the 
scheme, sO some way had to be found to 
beat me in the race, and it wasn’t until we 
had at least half a dozen false starts that 


the race got under way. In all the break- 
aways I had been off among the front lot, 
and when we really started I lost no time 
in going to the lead. I managed to stay 
there till the fimish. 


Nothing happened until we got back to 
the jockeys’ room. Then the storm broke. 
A left jab closed one of my eyes: my head 
stopped the descent of a chair without im- 
pairing the usefulness of that piece of fur- 
niture. I had a tough time for a few min- 
utes, and when I got back to Latonia I had 
another tough time explaining to my friends 
how I got the beating. 

Those jockeys weren't able to keep me 
from winning. Just a few vears ago I was 
a victim of a conspiracy that was somewhat 
Similar, but this time the other riders were 
able to close in ahead of me and hold mv 
mount back. They were determined to put 
the filly I was riding out of the race if 
they had to knock me over the fence to 
do rt. The parties of the scheme were a 
well known trainer and two jockeys, who 


were riding two horses paired as an en- 
try. 
A sharp-eared friend of mine luckily 


overheard the trainer discussing the race 
and describing how the two riders would 
fix me. I thought they would trv to block 
me at the start and I asked Starter Mars 
Cassidy to watch out. Nothing took place 
there, but at the turn into the stretch I 
was segond from the rail with one of the 
two riders on each side of me. Suddeniv 
they both swerved together and forced me 
to take up. 

I finished third and immediately started 
back to lodge a complaint, but the stew- 
ards, without waiting to hear it, promptly 
disqualified the other two jockeys and my 
mount got first monev. Later the two 
jockeys were suspended for rough riding. 

During my years on the turf I have seen 
quite a few cases where jockevs have given 
their mounts weird rides, but the funniest 
case of vanking a horse that I ever saw 
occurred in a race at Seattle. The jockey's

name was Johnny C———. Johnny war a 
queer tempered boy, who had been getting 


a lot of good mounts from one of the 
owners. 
There was a custom among the riders 


out there that the winner of a race above 
a certain value had to take a $5 bill and 
buy refreshments, mostly beer, for the rest 
of the bunch. Now, on this day Johnny 
could have won the race handilv, but he 
deliberately threw it away. We all saw it; 
we'd have been blind if we hadn't, and we 
waited for the explanation in the jockevs’ 
room. It was soon given. 

“I'm riding under contract,’ Johnny pro- 
tested, “and gettin’ nothin’, or mavbe a 
Gollar or two if I win. Do vou think I'm 
goin’ to win a race and spend $5 on vou 
guys for beer? Nothin’ doin'!” 

What he told the owner I don't know 

A ring of owners and jockevs was un- 
covered by the Kentucky Jeckey club three 
or four years ago after a long inqguir\ 

As far back as the days of Ascot Park 
when 1 was riding there in 1906 this ring 
was operating. I remember one race that 
they “fixed” back there that didn't stav

been put. It was supposed to be a 
ride that was all over but the par-off 
it didn’t quite turn out that way. 

I was supposed to ride in the race. An 
owner had engaged me to ride a good horse

The horse that Miller was siated to ride 
had quite a bit of class, but he had alwa, 
been given his “tea’—that ts, he hac a)- 
wavs been given a stimulant of some sort 
before a race. So the two owners decided 
that if this horse was sent ovt “cok if 


he werent given any stimulant. he wouid 
never be able to win no matie:

And then the “sure thing’ turned out toc 
be a “bum steer’—for Walter Miller geve

ulant. The beans were badly spilled that 
day. 

Why didn't the owner ask Walter Miller 
to “pull” his horse, not to let him win un- 
der any conditions? 


Well, because no matter if an owner is 
crooked, he isn’t going to tell an honest 
jockey to do anything like that. He’s too 
foxy for that. Owners don’t tell their 
jockeys not to win. It just isn’t done. I've 
ridden between 7,000 and 8,000 races in the 
last twenty-five years and on only one oc- 
casion was I bluntly commanded to pull a 
horse. 

Of course, I've gotten plenty of hints to 
“give him an easy ride,’ or “not to knock 
him about in this race, since he’s hardly 
ready.” But once, and only once, was I in- 
structed not to win in so many words. 


The owner met me just before the race, 
as I was going over to the saddling pad- 
dock, and drew me aside. I thought he was 
going to tell me how much he was going 
to bet for me, but he quickly knocked the 
props from under that idea by saying: 
“You're not to win on this horse today. 
I’m not betting on him. Some other time 
we'll do business.” . 

It was almost comical, if it hadn’t been 
SO serious, the matter of fact way tn which 
he gave his instructions. As soon:as I 
caught my breath, I brought him down to 
earth. 


“This is the first time I’ve ever ridden 
for you, and itll be the last,” I told him. 
“I'm going to win, if I can.” 

That owner's face was a study. I watch- 
ed him after I was legged up on the horse, 
and he didn’t seem’ able to understand why 
he wasn't able to order things the way he 
wamed. The race finished with my win- 
ning on his horse. 

That owner was an amateur. A man 
who approached me later at the Aqueduct 
track was a professional and his methods 
were entirely different. We had been kids 
together in Baltimore, long before either 
of us thought of becoming connected with 
the turf. He had become “a regular” at the 
track: doing the best he could for himself 
and not being too particular about how he 
did it. I knew he had got mixed up with 
a pretty queer lot and I wasn't surprised 
when he began to feel me out to see if I 
would be a party to “fixing” a race. 

He was acting for Rothstein, the gambler, 
who was killed a short time ago, and who 
raced quite a string of horses under the 
name of the Redstone Stable until the of- 
ficials of the Jockev club gave him the gate. 
The agent admitted the hook-up with the 
gambler, when I asked him where he was 
going to get the $2.500 which he offered 
me. I was aware of his connection without 
his telling me. but “kidded” him along to 
get the full strength of the play. 

“You may as well grab this money, 
Johnny,” he argued. “There are only three 
horses in the race, and one of them won’ 
last the mile anc a sixteenth. The Captain 
is a good thing here, and you're sure te 
get beat. Why not cop the dough?” 

The three horses he spoke of were Cap- 
tain Alcock, on which Mooney had the 
mount; Knobbie with Earle Sande up, and 
Dr. Joe. which I was riding. The first two 
were about eoua) favorites. 
bie which my former friends referred to as 
being unable to stick out the distance. I 
agreed with him that the mile and a six- 
teenth seemec a bit too far for Sande’s 
mount.

The opportunity: must have seemed great 
to the “gang” of fixers or they never would 
have induced their agent to speak to me 
again. This time they raised the “ante.” I 
was to get $3,500 to make it a certainty for 
Lunetta. I didn’t mince words this time. I 
told him that if he ever suggested anything’ 
like that to me again, I'd notify the offi- 
cials. That was enough. I wasn't bothered 
again by him. 


Belisolar had bled at the nose a little 
after her previous race, and I was doubt- 
ful if she would run her best. However, 
Martin didn’t seem to think it would af- 
fect her, and decided to start her. The 
mare ran a listless race and Lunetta beat 
her easily. If the “fixers” had only been 
aware of this, they probably wouldn't have 
tried so hard to get me. 


Right here let me say that there aren't 
now—and never were—as many races 
“fixed” as you'd suspect from all the 
stories vou hear about that sort of thing. 
More than half—a good deal more than 
half—of the tales of races being “in the 
can” come from those gentlemen who are 
earnestly persuading someone with money 
that a certain horse has already got the 
race won. 

There's no limit to what they will try to 
get away with when they're playing some- 
one to put a bet down @or them. And it’s 
remarkable how much hokum their dupe 
will swallow. The tout will explain till his 
tongue gives out that everything has been 
fixed for a $1,500 plater to beat Man 0’ 
War; that Starter Mars Cassidy has been 
squared; that Mr. Joe Widener himself has 
got a big bet down on the horse. There's 
no limit ai all. 

And, incidentally, there's at least one 
man in this country who thinks he person- 
allv fixed a race that really was absolutely 
on the level—all because a clever tout was 
quick to take advantage of an opporiunity. 
But first let me explain that there are 


tweens for certain owners and bettors. call 
themselves “commissioners” and would re- 
sent being termed “touts.” There are the 
big men in the business. Then, there are 
the little fellows, who are glad to “put the 
bee” on a bettor for a five-spot. 

It was one of the former class who told 
me the story about the man who thought 
he had fixed a race. This “commissioner” 
left Saratoga one vear and went out to 
San Francisco. When the races opened at 
the old Sacramento trraack he ran into Pi 
Ruiz, a jockey he had known the previous 
winter at Oakland. Pi was a Filipino, not 
half a bad rider and a star among the 
boys at Sacramento. 

One day after the last race the “com- 
mssioner’’ and Ruiz were looking over the 
entries for the next day when the jockey 
gave him a tip on the mare he was going 
to ride. 


“The distance is short and she's a fast 
breaker,” Ruiz told him. “But she’s a pro- 
nounced quitter. Still, she’s worth a good 
bet.” 


With this information under his hat the 
“commissioner” started away to catch a 
street car. A stranger joined him, apolo- 
gized for speaking to him, and at once be- 
gan to discuss racing. 

“T saw you talking to one of the jock- 
eys,” he saidy “and I am very anxious tg 
win a bet,” 

“Well, you have come to exactly the right 
man!” the commissioner hastened to assure 
him. 

“Can you fix a race so I can’t lose?” the 
stranger blurted out. 

The “commissioner” was taken back, but 
quick as a flash he answered: “Sure, but 
it will cost vou something.” 

“How much?” 

Terms were arreed on and the pair went 
off to dinner.

Justice to Eskimos in Civilizatio 


by Earle W. 
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Four Sons of the Far North 


ERGEANT DOUGLAS knew that he was nearing the end he had 

sought so long. Behind him were hundreds of miles of weary 

wandering over the icy and snowy wilderness of Canada’s hinter- 
land. Behind him were days and days of frost, snow, blizzard, silence 
and desolation so profound as to nearly drive a man mad. Baffled by 
storm, hindered by wind, losing the trail and finding it again by circles, 
by cut-offs, by new feelings in the timber and by old fires on the crust, 
he had nevertheless managed to trace thus far Ou-Aug-Wak, the Eskimo 
murderer. 

During the previous night the lonely policeman, wrapped in buffalo 
furs, had slept in a bank of snow several feet deep, “holed-in" while 
the Arctic wind howled and the thermometer dropped to 76 degrees 
below zero. Trees had been split by the extreme frost, snapping like 
rifle shots. Only because he had cuddled his faithful dogs closely about 
him had the sergeant survived the rigors of that terrible night. 

But now he was elated; his 1,000-mile journey over one of the most 
terrible frozen wildernesses in the world was about to reach a successful 
conclusion. He was going to “get his man.” In one final dash he would 
capture the native who had caused the death of two men and thus 
called into action the Arctic Detachment of the Royal Canadian Mounted 
Police. Shielding his snow-dazzled eyes with his hands, Douglas could 
discern, two’ black, crawling specks far ahead of him; the murderer and 
the friend who had been trying to help him escape were at last in sight. 

Sergeant Douglas's experience was typical of the difficulties which the 
“white man’s law” faces in Northern Canada. Another illustration of 
the obstacles that must be overcome to mete out justice to wrongdoers 
in this arctic country was offered about two weeks ago in a dispatch 
from Edmonton. Two Eskimos, the story went, had just stood trial 
and been convicted of manslaughter at Kklavik, in the Arctic Circle at 
the uppermost end of the Mackenzie River delta. To try these coppery- 
skinned natives among their own people, the Canadian judge and his 
party traveled 2,000 miles, to the most northerly point where a British 
court has ever been held. 

The news item does not tell the story which led up to this crime of 
the frozen places, but in all probability it was the age-old drama, that 
of the Eternal Triangle. 

This human situation provides mystery, romance and thrills on the 
far-flung northern frontier Just as it does in Paris, New York or Holly- 
wood. About the only difference is that it is perhaps a little commoner 
in these Arctic wastes than elsewhere, because of the fact that there 
are not nearly enough Eskimo women to go around, and it is not unusual 
for one copper-skinned lady to covet three or*’four husbands. The 
resulting plots and counter-plots lead to many infringements of the 
white man’s law, and greatly increase the difficulties of ruling the hand- 
ful of coppery little men and women who live on the roof of the world. 

It was such a situation that led to the presence of Sergeant Douglas 
in the Arctic wastes, in pursuit of Ou-Aug-Wak, the Eskimo murderer. 
Way up in Baker Lake country, the Padlemuit tribe of Eskimos. to which 
this man belonged, had been confronted with this problem of a surplus 
of men, and so the habit of one girl’s harboring two or more husbands 
had become more than a passing fancy.. Thus it was that Ou-Aug-Wak, 
looking about his igloo ene autumn afternoon as the long winter was 
approaching, pictured h§nself monarch of that little ice home, free of

This brings us to the second great dif- 
ficulty faced by the Canadian government, 
that of convincing the Arctic citizens of 
the Dominion not only of the efficiency 
but of the actual value of the white man’s 
law. Even the Ten Commandments, simple 
as they are, seem to go all wrong, like the 
ship’s compass, the closer to the North 
Pole one travels; the more urgently the 
white man tries to assist the Eskimo by 
giving him what he regards as a higher 
code of ethics, the more trouble seems to 
brew. The wife-swapping custom, for in- 
stance, while obnoxious to civilization’s so- 
cial standards, is a fundamental necessity 
with the Eskimo. 


For. without wife-trading, extermination 
would resu.t. When a native hunter en- 
joys good tuck, his less prosperous neigh- 
bors send him their wives and children as 
a matter of course. It is the pride of the 
successful huntsman, and his duty to the 
public, thus to take as many into his home 
circle as he is able to feed—wives, children, 
dogs—all save the husband! It is not prac- 
tical to transport food around the snowy 


wilderness on dog sedges; it is easier ‘ 
move the women and children to the food. 


The hunters are obliged to keep as far 
apart as possible, that they may not in- 
fringe om each other's territory. 

The typical Eskimo tribe consists of 
from five to forty families—usually some 
200 to 250 men, women and children—who 
wander back and forth along several hun- 
dred miles of the coast. Along the Arctic 
fringe of Canada’s hinterland there are 
now probably 6,000 of these oldest of all 
races, always on the move. When the 
game migrates, the natives follow. They 
have no property save weapons, clothes 
and their little kayaks, with which they are 
able to navigate the icy waters. 

Theirs is the toughest climate that any 
human being has successfully survived and 
through the thousands of years that this 
land has been the Eskimo’s habitation, he 
has become an expert at surviving in it. 

Under these circumstances it is not to be 
wondered at that only too often the na- 
tives find the white man’s advice as use- 
less as a straw hat in an Arctic blizsard. 
And not only does it frequently seem use- 
less to them, but it is lamentably contra- 
dictory. It makes little sense—even to the 
childish Eskimo. For does the white maa 
not forbid the native to kill, and, in the 
next transaction, swap him a high-power- 
ed rifle for a bundle of furs? The mis-

In 1903 two 
patrols were made, one at a post on Hud- 
son Bay and another in the delta country 
of the Mackenzie River basin, within the 
Arctic Circle. Today there are more than 
twenty outposts patrolling the bleak Arctic 
empire. 

Blackness, desolation, monotony, hard-

But with Paul the syllable 
self, states not the source, but the inward- 
ness of this sufficiency. Paul's self-suffi- 
ciency differed from stoics as may be seen, 
“In Him who strengthens me I am able 
for anything.”

This volume is written by one of the 
Yeading New Testament scholars. 


The question of religious authority is of 
vital importance for our modern religious 
problems. Modern criticism has under- 
mined the traditional notion of authority. 
The author gives himself to the construc- 
tive task of setting forth the kind of au- 
thority in the realm of the spiritual that 
can meet the tests of a scientific age. 


He holds in brief that the authority of 
the Bible is a question in the first place 
of the authority of men of religious genius 
who speak in ft. In other words it is not 
a matter of mere book authority. 


The author writes: “The whole concepa 
tion of an external infallible authority ts 
open to criticism on the ground that it is 
difficult to state it without introducing 
two ultimate standards of truth. If his own 
observation or reasoning leads a man to 
one conclusion, while the external author- 
ity he recognizes points to another, which 
is he to trust? If the latter there would 
seem to be an end of intellectual adven- 
ture and discovery, to say nothing of 
moral responsibility.” 

The fear of this position is that it leads 
to “subjectivism" in religion. But in nemt- 
ural science no one seeks to establish truth 
by an appeal to external authority. Yet 
this does not lead to subjectivism in so- 
ence. 

Something of the viewpoint of the au- 
thor can be inferred from the four parte 
into which the volume is divided--“The 
Authority of Individual Inspiration,’ ‘The 
Authority of Corporate Experience,” “The 
Authority of the Incarnation” and “The 
Authority of History.”

Phere in Italy, sometimes to find repose in 
France. 

Some of Aldous Huxley's best experi- 
ences come from his car. Whatever hap- 
pens he accepts not only philosophically 
but “artistically,” eagerly, ready for what- 
ever may bring him closer to the unex- 
pected. 

“We were crossing into Italy when a 
broken magneto put us up for nearly a 
week in a little town on the border,’ he 
related one day with gusto. “The chauf- 
feur went for the required part. We wait- 
ed. It never occurred to us to move on 
and leave the car. At the inn, with its 
eily cooking, its questionable beds and its 
water of uncertain origin, we were ready 
for anything to turn up. It was great fun.” 

Of course, something did turn up, which 
the writer promptly noted for future use. 
He has used many such towns and many 
such incidents. A littie frontier station 
going into Italy plays a short role in “Two 
er Three Graces’—which, by the way, is a 
typical Huxley title, with just the proper 
@vertone, It is a part of Huxley's creative 
technique that he will find in the vagaries 
of a magneto situations, settings, plots and 
atmosphere. Tricks of fortune, through 
his temperamental automobile, have given 
him his intimate acquaintance with sev- 
@ral corners and byways of Europe. For 
@ satirist of the genre “rude and ruthless” 
he is remarkably adaptable. 

Perhaps some of the rudeness and the 
ruthlessness attributed to Huxley is fictive. 


He is not all satirist. Fundamentally he 
is too fond of life to scold it. His is a 
restlessness to see more, fee] more, under- 
stand more, which his uninterrupted voy- 
a@ging well interprets. In an age when 
values are so shifting that attainment to- 
day means but recommencing on the mor- 
row, Huxiley’s long searching is typical. It 
means health of mind, because it betokens 
youth and hope. With Huxley all is not 
Cynical. There is something of frolic; he 
takes his car, or his reader, or his after- 
G@inner partner upon such trips as he may 
see fit, and then, just when the end is in 
sight, he shifts gears and is off again for 
another destination. 


Huxley is all nervous force. His talk Is 
reflection without reprieve or relaxation. 
He is as interested for the moment in the 
equipment of a kitchen as in the economics 
of a kingdom. A conversation with Huxley, 
Comparable in his posturings to a conver- 
sation with some frisky disembodied spirit, 


_is further complicated by the fact that his 


ideas, thrown out restiessly and always on 
the wing, seem ever ready to elude one by 
swift and sudden flight to some new field. 

As. Huxley talks he moves about. Now 
he is lying on his shoulder blades, his body 
Suspended between heaven and earth like 
@n angel in his favorite poem by Blake. 
Now he is starting to his feet to pull down 
some great white parchment folio from his 
shelves: 


“This Italian.” he says as he pats the 
feather, “this Italian is going to be a rib 
of European literature.” 


Then he is back beside the mantel, drap- 
ing himself around it while he lights a fag. 
If he stands erect, he finds it necessary 
to stoop so as to get. as it were, within 
range. Tea is brought in and he knots 
himself into a corner and juggles his tea 
cup as if it were a thought . . danger- 
@usly, skillfully . . . talking all the time. 

Usually in his books he shapes his ideas 
sharply and satirically. Occasionaly in his 
private conversation he permits himself the 
luxury of unedged speech. 


His voice is most remarkable. When 
heard over the telephone it is the kind of 
Voice that makes vou instinctively like the 
man at the other end of the wire. Weil 
modulated, never rasping, never distorted 
by that nuance of fatuous spite which the 
ordinary sairist cannot suppress, it is a 
pleasant voice for the saying of pleasant 
@nd unpleasant things. 

Naturally @ rare conversationalist must 
de a rare satirist, for the art of twentieth 
, beutury conversation is an art of satire. 
Fur Huxley, moreover, it is @ mecessary and 


inevitable evolution that he should be- 
come a Satirist. Since the schoolmaster 
father of Thomas H. Huxley, the _ great 
naturalist, all the Huxleys have been more 
or less closely connected with revolt against 
some orthodozy or other. Thomas Huxley 
himself coined the word “agnostic,” while 
Julian Huxley, like Aldous, one of his 
grandsons, has just published a book called 


“Religion Without Revelation.” For a 
hundred years the revolt against Puritan- 
ism has been congenital with the name, 
and it is, therefore, to be expected that 
the author of “Point Counter Point” 
should, if he took a Puritan as one of his 
heroes, lead him to fall in love with an 
emancipated woman, so that he “obscurely 
suffered from her great and whole-heart- 
edly expressed capacity for pleasure and 
amusement, from her easy laughier, her 
excellent appetite, her unaffected sen- 
suality. 

“It took him a long time to unlearn the 
puritanism of his childhood. There were 
moments when his love for his mother 
turned almost to hatred. 

“She had no right to bring me up like 
that,” he said, “like a Japanese gardener 
deliberately stunting a tree. No right.” 

From the aloof yet coldly sympathetic 
satire with which Huxley analyzes the suf- 
ferings of his reforming Puritan to the 
cynical satire with which he castigates less 
touching persons who fall under his pen, 
is but a gesture. He took the step from 
no conviction that satire is the highest 
form of. art, but simply because his state 
of mind gradually approached, as he grew 
to maturity, the embittered point of view. 
Your satirist, whether he be a Swift or a 
Voltaire, or a Remy de Gourmont, is not 
nearly so interested in fulminating against 
something or somebody as he is in getting 
out of his system a mysterious bile, which 
has corroded and eaten into him until he 
must, as if it were in self-defense, express 
himself corrosively. 

It is here that the relation between 
Huxley's mental attitude and his physical 
becomes pertinent. 

Where is the bile .. the mysterious 
bile . . .in Huxley's case? It goes back 
to his youth. 

“To be a perfect animal and a perfect 
human that was the ideal.” 

Huxley would have liked to be the per- 
fect animal and the perfect humi&n. It 
was when he found this impossible that he 
became a bitter satirist. One of his ado- 
lescent ambitions was to become an artist 
»- . . “in the manner of Fabiano of the 
Vie Parisienne” . but this was impos- 
sible. Then he had hoped to do some spe- 
cial work at Oxford. and this, too, was im- 
possible. The strain to which he had sub- 
jected his eves, in his characteristic will to 
search out and to possess all knowledge on 
all varieties of subjects, simply took away 
his sight. 

“I had three very bad vears,”’ he told me 
once when a discussion of the new Ameri- 
can system for the possible cure of near 
sightedness by the use of eve exercises had 
led us on to the subject, “I actually was 
reading by Braille. When I was able to 
abandon that I still had to resign myself to 
six months of the vear when my eyes were 
demobilized. 

“The worst of it. was that I had hoped 
to read in philosophy and ancient history 
when I went up to Oxford. and that I was 
obliged to give it over. The requirement 
was, of course, that all reading should be 
done in the original, and the Greek alpha- 
bet did not lend itself easily to tired eyes. 


I took English literature instead. It was 
swifter reading.” 

The American or the Anglo-Saxon places 
an exceptionally high value upon physical 
perfection and upon the successful per- 
formance of whatever he sets out to do. 
When he is galled he does not complain, 
yet deep down within, inevitably, there is 
bound to boil up a certain amount of bit- 


terness. This he would scorn to show. It 
is concealed, sublimated, directed  else- 
where. In Huxley it has passed into satire. 

For several years Huxley's eyes have been 
improving. The bitterness, however, is still 
there and so long as Huxley cherishes the 
slightest unrecognized grievance he will re- 
main a satirist. 

The essential soundness of the man has 
never permitted him to repine, even though 
it has not prevented him from being cCaus- 
tic. He carries on bravely, however he may 
mock at the world and at his art and at 
himself. He kngws that he writes good es- 
says, and strange novels which are more 
the expression of an essayist than of a 
novelist. What does it matter? Besides 
what can any novel that he can write real- 
ly matter to the stupid, blundering, ani- 
mal majority of human beings? 

“The chief defect of the novel of ideas,” 
he sets down as a writer's gospel, “is that 
you must write about people who have 
ideas to express, which excludes all but 
0.01 per eent of the human race.” 

Nothing is more enchanting than to hear 
him wax sarcastic upon music, painting, 
writing, or any one of the arts which have, 
all during his life, held him more or less 
closely. Typical is his depreciation of the 
whole mystery: 

“Art? Art is one of the things that have 
flowed in to fill the vacuum created in the 
popular mind by the decay of established 
religion. The priest whose confessional 
functions have passed to the lawyer and 
the doctor has bequeathed his mystical 
prestige, his dignity as a guardian of the 
sacraments, to the artist.” 

Does Huxley prepare these things before 
he says them, writing them out and 
maneuvering the conversation round to 
them as Oscar Wilde actually used to do 
and as one of Huxley’s own characters is 
accused of doing? Huxley is cynical 
enough to do so. Surely he must note 
them down when he has said them. It 
would be a serious loss, not only to them- 
selves but to those who enjoy finding them 
again between covers, if he did not. 

So close is the phrasing in Huxley's best 
passages to what he sometimes says that, 
when one reads Huxley's books, one hears 
his warm, magnetic voice, feels his im- 
measurable height and pictures, as_ the 
phrase which the eye is reading forms it- 
self audibly in the ear, a tall man bob- 
bing in cadence with his phrases and oc- 
casionally very much embarrassed, because 
he can never know just what to do with 
his extremities. 

Like the other writers who are doing 
things in modern English prose—Lawrence 
and Joyce, Woolf, We&% and Hudson—Hux- 
ley’s personality dominates his work. For 
a long time he was a music critic in Lon- 
day. He would stop in toward the middle 
of the first number and take a seat at the 
back of the hall. He knew his music as he 
knew his biology, by a sort of inherited in- 
stinctt ‘If he liked the performance he 
would listen intently, but if the selection 
was bad or the interpretation faulty his 
attention would quickly pass to something 
else. After months of this he found to his 
dismay that concerts were boring him more

and more. He was not rich, and upon his 
profession he depended for a livelihood. 

He.had saved something. He decided to 
try a cast with fortune and to stake every- 
thing upon the throw. Giving up his work 
as critic, he took a trip. He spent all his 
money, but when he came back he had 
written a book. It was a success. His fue 
ture was assured. For a cynic the experi 
ence must have been disconcerting. 

It seemed that music and Huxley were 
parted forever, but in Huxley's life every- 
thing fits into place and holds its niche 
persistently. He had ceased to be a critic 
of music, but he could not cease to think 
in terms of the art which had, during his 
temporary blindness, been a solace and & 
salvation. In “Point Counter Point,” as 
the title indicates, episodes play against 
each other like parts in an orchestra, like 


voices singing in Palestrina. Huxley’s 


eternal searching, his traveling into new 
lands and his traveling into new arts and 
provinces of art, had led to a discovery. 

Huxley may tell a lovely little romantie 
love story and then by contrast switch te 
Sbisa’s restaurant, where hero and hero- 
ine are talking, now years after their ad- 
venture, with a man who stands for all 
that they do not. While he is expounding 
his theory of seduction, several late revel- 


lers intrude, and form one of the stories 
the scene leaps, as in a cinema, to a new 
couple, the repressed old maid and the 
hypocritical reformer, who are striking up 
a precarious friendship. Now back at 
Sbisa’s again, the party is discussing the 
danger of suppressions and the possibility 
of this old maid’s exploding. 


That suggests the danger of suppressions 
in the coal and steel industries, and the 
possibly of a revolt there, which leads te 
a leap across to a laboratory where two 
scientists, a conservative and a radical, 
discuss the use of nitre, phosphates and 
oil to be extracted from fossilized carrion. 
Apropos, back at the party. some one is 
quoting Baudelaire, and then again, back 
at the laboratory, the radical! scientist tries 
to appall his employer by convincing him 
that human life and the human life span 
are absolutely insignificant... even when 
compared with so short a process as the 
laying down of a coal pocket in the car- 
boniferous- strata. 

It is impossible to read the short passe 
age of twenty pages thus summarized with- 
out seizing the heart of Aldous Huxley’s 
method. In his study he moves from one 
chair to another, quits this corner of the 
hearth for that, rises to get a book, pauses 
midway upon discovering something else 
more worthy of immediate attention, and 
finally follows his ideas up and down and 
across the face of his open bookcase. 

Huxley writes as he talks or as he works’ 
His search, his myriad magnets, dominate 
his life. 

“I find,” he says, “that when I take up 
a subject it conducts me to half a dozen 
others, every one of them capable of lead- 
ing me tnto as many ramifications as I 
dare to follow. The result is that I always 
have plenty of unfinished work and more 
than a sufficient stock of notions which 
require thinking through to the end. 

“I make speed slowly, because with my 
method I can't work fast. Sometimes I 
really do four hours’ consecutive writing at 
a single theme, but this is seldom. Once 
or twice I have put in eight hours, but I 
have regretted it later.” 

Aldous Huxley today is devoting himself 
to the cultivation of moods, atmospheres 
and ideas. His home in Suresnes is an out- 
growth of his attempt to surround himself 
with the right mood for writing. Like 
Louis Bromfield, he goes to Paris only im 
order to work.

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HERE is a good deal more truth 
than poetry in what I say here, 
I'll admit and particularly in this 
——_~— version of the old classic: 


Mother, may I go out to swim? 

Yes, my lovely rose. 

Swim and dive to your heart's 
content, 

But keep water out of your nose. 


Why do so many swimmers, whether in 
indoor pools or in open bathing beaches, 
contract nasal, sinus or middle ear infec- 
tions? 

In the dark ages, back in 1910-1920, such 
consequences of swimming were generally 
attributed to “catching cold,” and even 
gome of the doctors shared in that view. 

Today only a few old fossils in the med- 
ical profession dare to betray a fondness 
for that notion, and such anomalies have 
as vague a conception of the topography 
of the human nasopharynx as you and I 
have of the upper stretches of the Amazon. 

In the summer of 1927 Dr. Frederick E. 


Hasty, Nashville nose and throat special- 
ist, reported some studies he had made of 
this question and, to my mind at least, set- 
tled the question conclusively. 

First, Dr. Hasty found that the injection 
of water from a swimming pool would pro- 
duce middle ear infection in every guinea 
pig so inoculated and is happened regu- 
larly whether the lke was taken from 
@ pool that was chlorinated, or from one 
that was treated with ultraviolet ray, or 
from the one that was filtrated. 

Dr. Hasty felt that there was little dif- 
ference in the results of these various 
methods of swimming pool sanitation. He 
Gecided that the water in the swimming 
pool in any case represents the combined 
washings, so to speak, of the mucous mem- 
brane of nasal chambers and mouth of 
every swimmer. This was not a mere the- 
ory, but a scientifically controlled observa- 
tion. He demonstrated, the fact thus: 
Sterile powdered charcoal was thrown into 
the pool and a class of boys took the usual 
Many of the bovs blew 
water from their mouths, but none ex- 
pectorated as he boys interpret that term 
They had been taught to expectorate in 
the drain gutter. 


swim in the pool. 


Following the swim par- 
ticles of charcoal were found in different 
parts of the nasal cavity, with deposits of 
charcoal around the delicate middle tur- 
binate body, in evefy one of the bovs. This 
proved that the water had reached the vul- 
mnerable part of the nasal cavity. 

The examination of the nasal cavity re- 
vealed even stronger circumstantial evi- 
Gence than that. In every boy the mucous 
membrane was found shrunken and bleach- 
ed or pale, and what was most important 
of all, in my judgment, there was little or 
bo normal covering of mucus present. 

The mucous secretion itself has definite 
germicidal 


power. Moreover it normally 


protects the mucous membrane it covers; 


it serves to entangle any germs which may 


enter in .1@ air ‘or otherwise) and to de- 
stroy them or to carry them out of the 
nose or throat im the secretion. If the 
water has washed away this protective 
mucus, the mucous membrane would af- 
ford a better foothold for invading germs. 
That is enough to explain why these nose, 
ear and sinus infections are so frequent 
among swimmers, at least to my satisface- 
tion. 

A Jacksonville nose, throat and ear spe- 
cCjialist, Dr. Herman M. Tavior, discussing

ec that nature did not endow the columnar 
ciliated epithelium of the respiratory pass- 
ages with the power to deal with water. 
That's quite a formidable broadside for a

mucous membrane of the breathing pass- 
ages; these cells have microscopic hair-like 
processes that normally propel the eurrent 
of mugus toward the nostrils. So far Dr. 
Taylor is scientific in his theory. He even 
explains that reduction of temperature of 
the mucous membrane by the cold water 
impact impairs the motion of these cilia; 
the mucous membrane washed clear of the 
protecting mucus is exposed to the irritat- 
ing or destructive action of water, which 
draws out saline elements and so produces 
a kind of edema or dropsical swelling of 
the mucous membrane and a local acidosis,
